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New town councillors hope 
to better represent youth 


HONITON Town Council has welcomed 
two new councillors to its ranks, but fol¬ 
lowing yet another resignation, there 
are still five vacancies to fill. 

Martin Linsdell and Daniel Jefferson have 
both joined the council after coming through 
a non-contested election, due to lack of candi¬ 
dates putting their names forward, and said 
they hope to give younger people a voice and 
improve facilities for the town’s youth. 

Both will represent the council’s St Paul’s 
ward. 

There were four spaces up for grabs in the St 
Michael’s ward of Honiton, following mass 
resignations earlier this year. No one from the 
public came forward to contest an election 
therefore, members will now co-opt new coun¬ 
cillors in the coming weeks. 

Ken Hopkins, who represented the St 
Michael’s ward has also resigned recently due 
to pressing personal commitments and being 
unable to devote as much time to being a 
councillor as he would like. 
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Therefore, there are now technically five 
spaces that need filling for the St Michael’s 
ward, but it is yet undecided whether or not 
an election will be held for Cllr Hopkins seat. 
Due to the poor turnout at the last election, it 
is expected to go to co-option. 

On the new councillors, Daniel Jefferson, 29, 
is a chartered accountant and lives in the 
town with his wife and two-year-old son. 

Cllr Jefferson said: “I feel it is important that 


the council members should reflect the demo¬ 
graphic of the town and the people it repre¬ 
sents. I feel that it is important that younger 
generations have a voice when making key 
decisions about the future of the Honiton. 

“I am delighted to represent my ward, and 
very much looking forward to working to¬ 
gether with other councillors.” 

Martin Linsdell said he was joining the 
council after feeling disconnected with the 
town, and rather than moaning about it, was 
looking to take action. 

Cllr Linsdell said: “I was born in Honiton 
hospital, and live and work here, it is un-

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Identify theft on the rise across the area 


IDENTITY theft is reaching epidemic levels 
and the Trading Standards group across Devon 
and Somerset are advising residents to be vigi¬ 
lant. 

The announcement comes after a stark warn¬ 
ing by fraud prevention group Cifas. 

“We have seen identity fraud attempts in¬ 
crease year on year ... with identities being 
stolen at a rate of almost 500 a day,” says Cifas 
Chief Executive, Simon Dukes. 

Fraudsters are obtaining personal informa¬ 
tion, such as names, addresses, dates of birth 
and bank account details, by hacking comput¬ 
ers, trawling social media, stealing mail, trick¬ 
ing people to disclose their details, or buying 


information through the ‘dark web’. 

And they’re using it to pretend to be that in¬ 
dividual for their own financial gain, applying 
for loans or store cards in their name for exam¬ 
ple. 

According to Cifas, ‘vast amounts’ of personal 
data is available online; and statistically, 
victims are more likely to be in their 30s and 
40s, often because of the amount of inform¬ 
ation about them that has been gathered on¬ 
line. 

“The thing is, most people - most victims - 
will be totally unaware that information about 
them has been taken by someone else,” says

Devon to receive more than £350,000 
to tackle violence against woman 


A NEW £17m government initiative tackling vi¬ 
olence against women and girls will see 
Devon County Council receive £357,000. 

The fund will go towards a project aimed at 
ensuring people in positions of care are 
helped to identify early signs of domestic vi¬ 
olence and give them the knowledge of how 
to intervene. 

The project also aims to identify and work 
with perpetrators of domestic violence who 
may have difficulties with substance misuse 
and mental health. 

The project will be delivered in partnership 
with a variety of groups, including Torbay 
Council, Devon and Cornwall Police, and Tor- 
bay and South Devon Clinical Commissioning 
Group Rape Crisis Unit. 


Cllr Roger Croad, Devon County Council's 
Cabinet Member for domestic violence ser¬ 
vices, said: "This Home Office funding will be 
a major step towards helping our partnership 
to achieve its ambition to end domestic and 
sexual violence and abuse. 

"The funding will enable us to intervene ear¬ 
lier with victims, interrupting the cycle of 
abuse, and help us connect victims with the 
support they need to break free of violence 
and abuse. 

"We cannot end domestic and sexual vio¬ 
lence and abuse without identifying and 
working with those who perpetrate it. 

"This funding will help us to do that and 
bring about lasting changes in the behaviour 
of perpetrators."

CALL THE 
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ON 
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NEIL PARISH WONT COMMIT TO SETTING UP MEETING WITH HEALTH SECRETARY 


TIVERTON and Honi- 
ton MP Neil Parish 
won’t say whether or 
not he will try to facil¬ 
itate a meeting be¬ 
tween Secretary of 
State for Health 
Jeremy Hunt and hos¬ 
pital bed campaign¬ 
ers. 

Two successive 
statements from the 
MP, however, indi¬ 
cates he will not try to 
set up a meeting. 

The MP for Tiverton 
and Honiton was hit 
by a public backlash 
when it was an¬ 
nounced that in-pa¬ 
tient hospital beds in 
Honiton and Seaton 
would close earlier 
than expected, in Au¬ 
gust. 

Campaigners were 
trying to overturn the 
original closure deci¬ 
sion, and had asked 
the MP to intervene. 

Most of the anger 
appears to stem from 
Mr Parish appearing 
to have ignored calls 
from campaigners to 
facilitate a meeting in 
London with Mr 
Hunt. 

Campaigners in 
Seaton held a vigil on 
the day the beds there 
closed - Monday Au¬ 
gust 21st - and Seaton 
mayor Jack Rowland, 
megaphone in hand, 
slammed the MP for 
not having replied to 
a town council re¬ 
quest for a meeting in 
London with Mr 
Hunt. 

Councillor Rowland 
also said that the only 


communication he 
had received from the 
MP when raising the 
issue, was what prov¬ 
ed to be a general 
statement also issued 
to media and various 
individuals, not men¬ 
tioning requests for a 
meeting with Mr 
Hunt. 

As reported last 
week, the same state¬ 
ment was issued to 
this newspaper in 
reply to the same 
question. 

Honiton Senior 
Voice chairman June 
Brown continued the 
onslaught and said in 
a press release: “We 
recall Mr Parish say¬ 
ing nothing would 
happen until the new 
system of care was up 
and running and 
proven to be working. 

“He also talked of 
‘holding feet to the 
fire’ to save the beds 
until that time. 

“Now he states that 
he is deeply saddened 
and admits ‘this 
might be a disap¬ 
pointing response’. 

“We are indeed very 
disappointed that 
more was not done, 
he did not lead a dele¬ 
gation to Jeremy 
Hunt.” 

In a letter to Mr 
Parish, Howard West 
of Colyford wrote: “I 
implore you to ask 
Jeremy Hunt MP to 
look again at the way 
that the Axe Valley 
community hospitals 
have been dealt with 
by NEW Devon Clini¬ 


cal Commissioning 
Group and the Devon 
County Council scrut¬ 
iny committee.” 

In another letter to 
Mr Parish, Seaton 
resident Carol Ward 
wrote: “Words cannot 
express how how dis¬ 
appointed I am in 
you. 

“Throughout this 
campaign you have 
sat on your hands and 
done absolutely noth¬ 
ing. 

“Therefore, to say 
you are ‘deeply sad¬ 
dened’ takes hypo¬ 
crisy to a new level.” 

On August 22nd, 
Pulman’s View field¬ 
ed two questions to 
Mr Parish through 
his office: 

1. Do you plan to try 
to facilitate the meet¬ 
ing with Jeremy Hunt 
or in any other way 
try to influence him 
as requested by 
Seaton Town Council 
and other campaign 
groups? 

2. Have you resign¬ 
ed to the fact that the 
beds are lost or do 
you plan to act in any 
way to save the beds? 

Mr Parish issued a 
statement in reply, 
saying: “I want to re¬ 
peat that I am ex¬ 
tremely disappointed 
in the manner in 
which the CCG 
brought forward their 
reforms. 

“They bulldozed 
through their plans. 
It has led to staff leav¬ 
ing their posts early 
and hospital beds 


going at Seaton and 
Honiton before the 
initial timetable. 

“What we need to do 
now is focus on get¬ 
ting the best results 
for staff and patients. 

“The CCG have 
worked out they can 
treat more people by 
redeploying staff 
through community 
care. 

“That care should 
now be ready and up 
to scratch, as they say 
it is, because avoid¬ 
able disruption to 
NHS services is unac¬ 
ceptable. 

“When I met the 


Health Secretary to 
discuss in-patient 
beds in East Devon, 
he promised there 
would be enough beds 
to cope with demand 
and to relieve pres¬ 
sure on acute hospi¬ 
tals. 

“I will monitor this 
closely and hold him 
to account on that 
pledge. 

“He also gave his 
full backing to an East 
Devon Health Hub, 
similar to what we 
have seen develop in 
Crediton, Mid-Devon. 

“We need to provide 
better joined-up 



health and social care 
locally and a health 
hub on existing 
premises will help us 
achieve that. 

“I am confident the 
CCG would back these 
proposals - because in 
an area with an older 
population than most, 
we must continue to 
host vital health and 
social care services lo¬ 
cally.”

The new lease was com¬ 
pleted in late July and Cllr 
Mike Allen, East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council's lead council¬ 
lor for employment and 
business, welcomed Harriet 
to the property and handed 
over the keys. 

Cllr Allen said: "I am plea¬ 
sed to see this building bro¬ 
ught back into use and 
hope it will prove a valuable 
addition to the range of 
businesses in the town. 

"I wish Harriet and her 
team every success and 
look forward to seeing the 
transformation when com¬ 
plete." 

Work will now start on 
converting the property 


with an anticipated open¬ 
ing scheduled for October/ 
November 2017.

Development plans for former train station 



Ottery and Colyton make 
top 20 best places to live 


A DISUSED railway station - 
which continues to attract rail 
enthusiasts from around the 
country - could soon be con¬ 
verted and extended into two 
houses. 

Seaton Junction in Shute 
was axed as part of the Beech¬ 
ing cuts in 1966 and has fallen 
into a state of disrepair. 

But, as previously reported, 
Colyton man and railway en¬ 
thusiast Ian Lancaster (for¬ 
merly Moorcrafts) has, with 
the current owner’s permis¬ 
sion, cleared up and main¬ 
tained the outside areas. 

Mr Lancaster has been ably 
assisted by his mother Joan, 
and he also praised Bradfords, 
Axe Skip Hire and friend Gra¬ 
ham Osborne. 

He said: “It has been a chal¬ 
lenge, hard work but also re¬ 
warding. 

“We have had lots of good 
feedback from people who 
have visited. 

“It is really up to the owner 
[to keep the site tidy], but I’ve 
always had a passion for rail¬ 
ways and it was a mess, which 
is why I volunteered my 
time.” 

Firm plans to redevelop the 
building have been in the 
pipeline since at least 2010, 
when planning permission to 
convert the station house into 
two dwellings was given. 

This was not acted upon and 
a second planning application 
was submitted and approved

in 2014. The owner, Philip 
Hammond from Bedford, has 
since submitted an applica¬ 
tion to remove/vary some of 
the conditions imposed. 

This application has just 
been approved subject to a 
legal agreement. 

Shute parish clerk Carol Mil- 
tenburg said: “Everybody 
likes this building so much. 

“Everybody wants it re¬ 
stored. Ian has done a lovely 
job, and everybody appreci¬ 
ates his efforts.” 

Being onsite almost daily, 
Mr Lancaster said: “It still at¬ 
tracts a lot of rail enthusiasts 
from all over the country.” 

He does his best to accommo¬ 
date them to make sure they 
get a good look and photos. 

According to website Shute 
History, the station opened in 
1860 as Colyton for Seaton, but 


the name was changed to 
Colyton Junction in 1868 be¬ 
fore being renamed Seaton 
Junction a year later. 

It developed into a busy hub, 
receiving dairy products and 
other goods destined for Lon¬ 
don and other places. 

Express Dairies had a depot 
next to the station house. 

The depot building was used 
in one capacity or another up 
until some point this side of 
the millennium. 

It is not known for how long 
the building was in use, but a 
closer look among the rubble 
rubble reveals outdated com¬ 
puters and phone books from 
2002-03. 

It is not clear what the plans 
are for the depot building or 
when work to convert the sta¬ 
tion house will start. 

Pulman’s Weekly News has 
sought Mr Hammond for com¬ 
ment, without success. 


OTTERY St Mary and Colyton 
have been listed among the 
top 20 places in England and 
Wales for families to live. 

The East Devon towns were 
named by insurance and in¬ 
vestment provider One Family 
as two of the top ranking 
hotspots for families, based on 
71 different sets of data across 
six criteria, including educa¬ 
tion, childcare, safety, property, 
amenities and population.

Other South West towns to 
make the top 20 included Ivy- 
bridge, Cullompton Shebbear 
and Okehampton, all in Devon.

A COLLECTION of weapons 
amassed during a lifetime is 
to be sold by Chilcotts Auc¬ 
tioneers. 

The impressive, eclectic 
collection includes military 
and non-military weaponry 
from a range of historical 
periods, from muskets, 
shotguns and flintlocks to 
tribal items, military swords 
and daggers; it will appeal 
to any buyer interested in 
weapons through the ages. 

The collection includes 
several blunderbusses. This 
type of gun features heavily 
in the Pirates of the 
Caribbean series and simi¬ 
lar productions, and was 
designed to scare aggres¬ 
sors rather than hurt them. 

Auctioneer Duncan Chil- 
cott explained: "The word 
'blunder' means to confuse 
- which is how a sheep 


rustler looking down the 
muzzle of a blunderbuss 
would have felt, as if he was 
looking down the barrel of a 
cannon. 

"On a mail coach, the 
large blunderbuss would 
throw a highwayman out of 
sorts, whilst for back up the 
passengers would carry far 
deadlier flintlock pistols." 

Many items in the collec¬ 
tion are intriguing: a gam¬ 
blers' pistol that would have 
been kept tucked into a 
waistcoat ready to chal¬ 
lenge gambling cheats, and 
a seemingly innocuous wal¬ 
king stick can be swiftly 
opened to reveal a dagger - 
perfect for protection when 
walking the streets of Victo¬ 
rian London. 

A selection of weapons 
from World War II also fea¬ 
ture in the collection. 


The vendor first used 
Chilcotts not long after the 
auction business opened, 
back in 2004. 

He says he was so im¬ 
pressed with figures 
achieved in recent sales 
that he decided to entrust 
the entire collection to the 
Honiton auctioneers. 

There are many pieces 
that the Chilcotts team, 
with the vendor's blessing, 
decided that the collection 
should be split and lots sold 
quarterly. 

The first selection com¬ 
prising 60 lots will be auc¬ 
tioned at Chilcotts Fine Art, 
Antiques and Collectors 
Items sale on September 
9th. 

Estimates range from £30 
to £1,500 (plus 19.5 per cent 
Buyer's Premium), so there 
is something for all pockets.

Section 106 funding is unreliable 


■ THE Facebook feedback and reaction to the 
revelation of Bovis’ attempt to avoid paying 
their Section 106 community contribution is no 
surprise - i.e. what a farce! 

Almost without exception the items listed by 
Bovis as justification were either obvious or 
well known before the building started, so yet 
again we seem to have a powerful builder bla¬ 
tantly trying to take advantage of the Section 
106 cushion. 

Hopefully it will be resolved sensibly and 
Bovis will complete at least up to the Cloakham 
Lawns new access road and leave the rest of the 
site tidy. Axminster does not need another long 
running eyesore. 

But please, when it comes to the 600 housing 
development included in the Local Plan for the 
eastern side of the town, can we learn from this 
illustration of the unreliable nature of Section 
106 funding? 

The intent (as stated in the Plan) is for that de¬ 
velopment to fund a road to relieve Axminster 
of the congestion caused by A358 passing traf¬ 
fic - and a proposal has been made that a relief 
road be built as a spine through that develop¬ 
ment - shifting the problem from a critical part 
of the town to a less critical part. But that is 
crazy! 


1. It is highly unlikely the road would be 
completed until all or most of the 
development is complete - and that 
could easily be never; 

2. The developer is unlikely to be able to fund 
the road as well as provide what would be 
much needed Section 106 money for 
community infrastructure - even 
ignoring any cushioning effect; 

3. The A358 and the passing traffic it carries 
is for people who simply want to get from 
one side of the town to the other - so it 
should not be funded by money intended 
for the community, but by the agencies 
responsible for arterial roads; 

4. Axminster does not have, and as planned 
will not have, room for the passing A358 
traffic so it should pass outside the town 
boundary; 

5. And from a practical, probably economic 
and a C02 emissions point of view the relief 
road should pass along the western side of the 
valley, just above the flood plain, so about half 
the traffic (the Seaton and Honiton part) does 
not have to climb all the way up a hill and 
down again.

Then, she went on to spend six of her remain¬ 
ing paragraphs smearing the Independents of 
the East Devon Alliance and in particular their 
leader, Cllr Cathy Gardner! 

Even Donald Trump might find this too 
brazen. Sigmund Freud used to call this ‘projec¬ 
tion’. 

There is not enough space in your paper to 
fully rebut all Mrs Parr’s comments, inaccuracy 
by inaccuracy. 

But Cllr Gardner does not deserve this kind of 
mudslinging when she was doing her job, and so 
I pose two questions for Mrs Parr to answer: 

Firstly, would Mrs Parr like to explain why the 
police threshold for submitting a file to the 
Crown Prosecution Service was reached within 
a matter of weeks of them discovering her al¬ 
leged involvement in the issues of Ceramtec? 
Does she feel that the police are against her in 
some way? 

Secondly, would she like to explain at an open 
meeting of Colyton Parish Council why - when 
their company owns acres of land next to Cer¬ 
amtec, and is also one of their tenants - she and 
Colyton Parish Council chairman Andrew Parr 
(her husband) felt both that she was the best per¬ 
son to involve herself in Ceramtec matters at 
District, and he was the best author of key policy 
correspondence from the parish council? 

Are their fellow district and parish council¬ 
lors, and indeed parishioners, unable to be en¬ 
trusted with these tasks? 

But if what Mrs Parr is really still sore about 
is her failure to win a county council seat in May 
then she might reflect on how she treated her 
Conservative predecessor and rival for the Tory 
county selection, Jim Knight. 

He went on to win 9.2 per cent of the vote when 
he stood under his own steam. Does Jim’s face 
ever look back at Mrs Parr from the bathroom 
mirror? 

By contrast, Martin Shaw fought an hon¬ 
ourable and committed campaign under the 
East Devon Alliance umbrella, and has already 
shown by his deep ongoing commitment to fight¬ 
ing the closure of local hospital beds that he is 
ten times the county councillor she could ever 
have been. 

Who really wants Mrs Parr sitting alongside 


her party pals Sara Randall Johnson and Paul 
Diviani raising her hand whenever the Conser¬ 
vative whip cracks? 

There is no doubt that the timing of this matter 
in the public domain was dictated by Mrs Parr’s 
own schedule of actions in the months before 
and there was no conspiracy against her. The 
appearance of an article about her in the Ex¬ 
press and Echo newspaper - weeks after the 
postal ballot, little read in our area, and seen by 
only a handful before the vote - was not the 
cause of her defeat. 

Ironically, that edition of the paper had a 
front-page wraparound boasting that Theresa 
May was the only person to lead Britain. 

Neither Tory’s timing was very intelligent and 
they only have themselves to blame. At the bal¬ 
lot box both were judged by their competence 
and nothing else.

■ I ATTENDED the meeting 
of the Adult Health Scrutiny 
committee at County Hall 
on July 25th and came away 
feeling I had just witnessed 
a total travesty of democ¬ 
racy in action. 

I, along with many others 
felt that the decision to not 
refer the NEW CCG decision 
to the Secretary of State for 
Health was predetermined, 
and that we had no chance 
of saving our much needed 
local hospitals. 

None of the issues previ¬ 
ously raised by the Adult 
Health and Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee were allowed to be 
raised, but the CCG were al¬ 
lowed to make a protracted 
presentation with pie 
charts, graphs and a hypo¬ 
thetical case study of a pa¬ 
tient named 'John'. 

The case study was, to say 
the least, ridiculous and not 
representative of any real 
person that I know. 

The 'one size' model does 
not 'fit all' and what may suit 
in metropolitan areas most 
definitely does not work in 


rural areas such as ours. 

It is outrageous to suggest 
that the care system, which 
is shown to have failed in 
Cornwall where a similar 
system has been imple¬ 
mented, will be able to cope 
with the needs in scattered 
communities in Devon. 

I feel that this whole pro¬ 
cedure has been carefully 
manipulated by the CCG to 
ensure that there was no 
way for us to halt their clo¬ 
sure plans. 

I saw on the BBC Spotlight 
news programme that the 
closure of beds in Seaton, 
Honiton and Okehampton, 
has been brought forward. 

This action further en¬ 
dorses my feeling that this 
was all predetermined by 
the CCG. 

The reason given for bring¬ 
ing the closure forward was 
staff shortages, but when 
staff are told that they will 
no longer have jobs beyond 
a given date, they will seek 
alternative employment, 
thus rendering the service 
not viable. 

I am firmly of the belief 


that beds in our community 
hospitals are an essential re¬ 
habilitation element of a 
cascaded care system from 
acute hospital to care in the 
home. 

I believe that implementa¬ 
tion of the CCG model can 
only result in greatly in¬ 
creased 'bedblocking' in 
the acute hospitals at far 
greater expense than com¬ 
munity hospital care. 

I would like to say that I 
feel totally let down by 
Devon Conservative coun¬ 
cillors and Neil Parish on 
this matter. 

Other than a brief appear¬ 
ance at Seaton Hospital on 
April 1st, when we protest¬ 
ed, we have heard little from 
him. 

Our town councillors, Mar¬ 
tin Shaw and Jack Rowland, 
with others, have worked 
tirelessly to try to keep our 
hospital for our community, 
and are currently seeking a 
meeting with the Secretary 
of State for Health.

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TOP TIPS ON SPRING BULB PLANTING

SUMMER may be coming to a close, but there's little time to 
put your feet up as it's almost time to begin planting your 

• spring bulbs. 

• Watch your planting depth 

Traditionally people were told to plant bulbs twice as deep 
as the height of the bulb itself, but that is rubbish. Bulbs 
should be planted 4-6 inches deep. Put them into a sensible, 
deep hole away from the vagaries of heat and cold and wet 

• and dry. 

• Check your soil 

Make sure the soil's not waterlogged. If you plant tulips in 
light soil, they should go deeper than the conventional depth. 
I have to plant mine the week before Christmas because I am 
so busy, but it doesn't make 

• any difference. They'll still 
bloom at the same time in 

• spring. 

• Care for your containers 

Don't use multi-purpose 

• compost, which has the 
consistency of peat, when 
planting bulbs in pots. Use a 

• large pot and fill it with 

• loam-based compost, as 
multi-purpose tends to dry out. 

Ensure the pot has good 
drainage so the bulbs don't rot.

CAN YOU SAVE YOUR GARDEN 
AFTER YOUR SUMMER HOLIDAY?

RETURNED from holiday to find bedraggled plants, an overgrown lawn, herbs and 

• flowers which have run to seed and a glut of crops you couldn't give away? So, what 

• do you do? 

Guy Barter, RHS chief horticultural adviser says, 

"The recent wet weather will have helped gardens enormously, but containers are 
still likely to be fairly dry, so you need to give them a really good soak, deadhead 
the flowers and give plants a good feed." 


Cut back and feed container plants 

Container plants, including petunias, 
can be cut back and should produce 
another burst of growth, provided the 
slugs haven't devoured the base of the 
plants during the rainy period, he says. 

You should also be able to give trailing 
plants such as lobelia and bacopa a 
haircut and a feed, to prompt them into 
further flowering. 

Watch out for slugs 

"People who have been away during 
the wet weather should be prepared to 
come back to find a lot of slug 
damage," he adds. "They will eat 
petunias around the base and feast on 
hosta leaves, and the plants will not 
produce more leaves this year." 

It may be wise to feed vulnerable 
plants with nematodes, biological 
controls which are specifically 
designed to attack slugs and vine 
weevil. 

Be aware that many biological 
controls become less reliable when the 
temperature drops, as the predatory 
insects which provide the control then 
multiply more slowly. Check for 
greenfly and blackfly and take off 


shoots on plants which are infested and 
dispose of them. 

Tackle overgrown lawns 

You may be returning to long grass, 
which will have been growing thanks to 
the mixed weather we've had in 
summer. When tackling it, Guy 
recommends not taking off more than a 
third at a time until it has recovered and 
don't feed the lawn until autumn. 

As for vegetables, you should be 
returning home to bumper crops, 
although tomato blight tends to appear 
in warm, wet weather and if your plants 
succumb, there's not a lot you can do 
apart from consign them to the bonfire.

A DAILY handful of walnuts 
could be the key to losing 
weight, according to new 
research. 

The study shows that the 
"super food" contains high 
amounts of polyunsaturated 
fats (PUFAS) which prevent 
overeating. 

Researchers say that is 
because they dampen down a 
hormone that boosts hunger, 
while firing up another that 
increases feelings of fullness, 
say scientists. 

Nutritionist Professor Jamie 
Cooper, of the University of 
Georgia in the US, said: 
"Appetite hormones play an 
important role in regulating 
how much we eat. 

The study, published in the 
journal Nutrition, involved 26 
young men and women aged 
18 to 35 who had changes in 
hormone levels recorded as 
they were asked how hungry 
they felt. 

The participants were placed 
on a seven day diet high in 
polyunsaturated fats consisting 
of a typical American eating 
pattern. Then they consumed 
meals high in saturated fat 
again. 


Those that consumed a diet 
high in PUFAs had a significant 
decrease in fasting ghrelin, a 
hormone that increases 
hunger. 

Meanwhile, there was a 
similar increase in peptide YY 
(PYY), a hormone that increases 
fullness or satiety. 

Through feedback, and by 
monitoring the hormone levels, 
the scientists were able to see 
the PUFA diet was more likely to 
leave consumers feeling full. 

It included whole foods such 
as walnuts, Alaska salmon, 
tuna, flaxseed oil, grapeseed 
oil, canola oil and fish oil 
supplements. All meals were 
provided by the researchers. 

The control diet was 
comprised of 7% polyunsatu¬ 
rated fat, 15% monounsatu- 
rated fat and 13% saturated fat, 
compared to the PUFA-rich diet 
which was 21% polyunsaturated 
fat, 9% monounsaturated fat, 
and 5% saturated fat. 

Walnuts are unique among 
nuts because they are mainly 
comprised of PUFAs. 

Walnuts have previously been 
linked with warding off cancer 
- and even dementia.

Take Five Artists 

The latest exhibition at Ilminster Arts Centre Takes five’ West Country 
artists and combines their work to create a display that visitors will 
savour - a richly rewarding combination of subject matter and media. 

The “five” are Chris Ackerman, who will be showing portraits and 
landscapes inspired by her travels, and Deborah Kolombos, whose mixed 
media textile pieces are created from natural fibres, wire and wax. Deb¬ 
orah’s works reflect her concern for the marine environment, such as 
the death of coral and depletion of fish stocks caused by pollution and 
global warming. 

Painter Sheena Loveday works in acrylic, using this medium’s flexi¬ 
bility and fluidity to capture landscapes and places that have signifi¬ 
cance to her, the Levels, Cornwall and the Pyrenees among them.

Dickon, who has only been working in this distinctive medium since 2015, 
says of his work, “Some pieces are large dramatic explosions reaching out 
from the cover, others are highly detailed friezes held within the pages”. 

The exhibition runs from September 4th-30th and will be accompanied 
by an additional display in the Cafe Gallery of pastels, acrylics and wa¬ 
tercolours by selected artists represented by Creative Coverage. 



Belles set to add a touch of glamour to Folk Weekend 



THERE will be a touch of glamour about the 
town next month when Lyme Folk Weekend 
celebrates its fifth annual festival. 

Along with the usual music at the Marine 
Theatre, the Pilot Boat and along the seafront, 
one of the weekend’s most popular sights is the 
Morris dancing and Saturday morning parade 
- led by local hosts the Uplyme Morris Men. 
And this year one of the folk world’s most eye¬ 
catching dance sides, the Belles of London City, 
will be joining the fun. 

Dressed in their trademark red and white 
corsets and top hats, the Belles have captured 
the imagination and delighted audiences 
around the country. 

Tickets for the Marine Theatre shows are on 


sale on the festival’s website and at the Lyme 
Regis Tourist Information Centre. Opening the 
festival on Friday September 1 will be Jim 
Moray, nominated for two awards in this 
year’s BBC Radio 2 folk awards - for Best 
Album and Best Original Song. 

For 15 years Jim has been at the forefront of 
a new movement in English traditional music. 
His debut album Sweet England changed the 
sound of folk song and won a brace of awards 
for its innovative melding of orchestration and 
electronica. Subsequent albums embraced ev¬ 
erything from grime to Johnny Marr-esque 
guitar pop, but at their heart was always Jim’s 
unmistakeable soulful and yearning voice; 
singing old songs in a new way. 

His sixth album Upcetera 
heralds a new chapter for the 
producer and has received the 
best reviews of his career, in¬ 
cluding his two BBC nomina¬ 
tions, and five stars from Mojo, 
fRoots and R2 magazines. 

Saturday night headliners 
will be folk legends Ralph 
McTell and Wizz Jones, who 
will be presenting songs from 
their critically acclaimed 
album About Time, recorded 
to celebrate their 50 years of 
music-making together. 

McTell and Jones, two dis¬ 
tinguished musicians, join 
forces some 50 years after 
they first met and played to¬ 
gether. Back in 1966 Ralph 
was just back from playing in 
Paris and met Wizz in a coffee 
bar in Croydon, when he was 
invited by Wizz to go to Corn¬ 
wall and play guitar with 
him. 

"It was a life-changing move 


for me and one of the 
most wonderful sum¬ 
mers I have spent,” 
said McTell. They be¬ 
came life long friends 
and played together 
many times. In the 
spring of 2015 Ralph 
called Wizz and sug¬ 
gested they finally do 
a whole album to¬ 
gether. They found 
themselves once 
again in Cornwall to 
make this album, 
joining a circle of 
music and friendship 
started some 50 years 
earlier. The album is 
a brilliant blend 
made up of their old 
favourites, some tra¬ 
ditional arrange¬ 
ments and songs by 
Doc Watson, Woody 
Guthrie, Townes Van 
Zandt and Bob 
Dylan. 

And the Sunday 
night finale will feature the biggest name on 
the South West’s folk scene, a solo gig from one 
half of multiple award-winners Show of Hands, 
Steve Knightley. 

Steve is the songwriting force behind Show of 
Hands, widely acclaimed as the finest acoustic 
roots duo in England. As a solo performer he 
decided in 2016 to turn his attention to mar¬ 
itime venues around the shoreline of England 
and Wales. 

He said: ‘As a West Country songwriter I have 
written so many songs of seafarers and wreck¬ 
ers, travellers and traders, pirates and smug¬ 
glers. Now I‘m going to be able to sing them 


with the sound of the sea in the distance - I 
can’t wait!’ 

As has become the tradition at Lyme Folk 
Weekend, the headliners will be supported by 
acts who first appeared on other stages at last 
summer’s festival - singer-songwriter Saskia 
Griffiths-Moore, traditional virtuoso duo 
Mitchell & Vincent and the Longest Johns, the 
brilliant shanty group featured on the BBC pro¬ 
gramme The Choir with Gareth Malone.

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A sound investment - 3D audio comes to the new Audi A8 


LISTENING to music becomes a sensory 
experience in the new Audi A8. The Bang 
& Olufsen Advanced Sound System now 
also brings the unique acoustic character 
of pure 3D sound to the rear seats. The 
brand with the four rings thus offers first- 
rate sound quality in the top segment. 

Luxury is audible. The new generation 
of the Audi A8 demonstrates this in im¬ 
pressive style - with the Bang & Olufsen 
3D Advanced Sound System. It supplies 
23 loudspeakers featuring ultra-light and 
therefore low-distortion neodymium 
magnets that produce an airy, high-reso¬ 
lution sound pattern. The effect is im¬ 
pressive, especially when reproducing a 
classical concert of high recording qual¬ 
ity: The interior is transformed into a 
broad stage where the music unfolds ex¬ 
actly how it was recorded in the concert 
hall - without any artificial effects. The 
sound is authentic and emotional. That is 
the top priority of Audi’s audio special¬ 
ists, making sound quality a fitting re¬ 
flection of the brand philosophy. 

The sound system in detail 

The brand with the four rings first in¬ 
troduced 3D sound in the Audi Q7 in 2015. 
In the new A8 it now extends the evolu¬ 
tionary version to include the rear com¬ 
partment of the car. Two full-range 
loudspeakers in the A-pillars and two in 
the headlining above the rear seats sup¬ 
ply the spatial dimension of height and 
develop the surround sound into the per¬ 
fect stereophonic experience. 

The 1,920-watt amplifier by Bang & 
Olufsen, which operates highly efficiently 
thanks to ICEpower technology, gener¬ 
ates the 3D sound with its digital signal 


processor. It produces little waste heat 
and therefore abundant audio output - as 
is audibly evidenced in the detailed sound 
pattern. Above all, it amplifies the signal 
of the woofers, which reproduce sound 
that is especially energy-laden, such as a 
low note from an organ. 

When the infotainment system is 
switched on, the two tweeters extend 
electrically out of the instrument panel. 
Thanks to Acoustic Lens Technology 
from Bang & Olufsen, they ensure that 
the sound is distributed in a horizontal 
180-degree fan. Individual amplifier chan¬ 
nels supply each loudspeaker. To pro¬ 
duce the 3D sound, the new sound system 
draws on an algorithm that Audi has de¬ 
veloped in partnership with the Fraun¬ 
hofer Institute in Erlangen. It uses stereo 
or 5.1 recordings to calculate the informa¬ 
tion for the third dimension and pro¬ 
cesses it for the four 3D loudspeakers. 
This occurs dynamically; in other words, 
the algorithm adapts individually to the 
recording to avoid causing any distortion 
to the sound. 

Widely configurable acoustic 
backdrop 

Using the MMI system as well as a sep¬ 
arate operating unit for the rear passen¬ 
gers that resembles a smartphone, the 
sound setting can be optimised as pre¬ 
ferred - with a specific focus on the front 
or rear seats, or all seats. The rear-fo¬ 
cused setting enables the rear passengers 
to enjoy the best possible quality of 3D 
and surround sound. As well as treble 
and bass, the occupants can also adjust 
the subwoofer volume independently of 
all other loudspeakers. Then there is a 


special function for film sound tracks, 
known as Movie Set. The 5.1 sound track 
plays in the same quality as in front of a 
big screen in the cinema. The system lo¬ 
calises every voice individually and ad¬ 
justs the balance accordingly. For 
instance, if a character appears to the 
right of the picture, their voice is also 
played from the right. 

Challenges in development 

Work on the concept for the sound 
systems for the new Audi A8 started 
very early on in the development process. 
“Integrating the loudspeakers at the 
right points in the car is the key to 80 per¬ 
cent of the audio quality,” explains Wol¬ 
fram Jahn, sound/acoustics developer 
for the A8. “They need to be mounted as 
rigidly as possible, so we fixed the sub¬ 
woofer in the rear panel, which is made 
from carbon fibre-reinforced polymer. 
The aim is to isolate the loudspeaker 
from the body and prevent any vibrations 
from being transmitted.” 

The speaker grilles are another vital 
factor. For these components, Audi’s 
designers and sound engineers worked 
closely with the developers from Bang 
& Olufsen. The grilles need to have max¬ 
imum acoustic transparency while also 
performing their protective function. It 
is all about striking the right balance 
between open and closed surface. In the 
Audi A8, precision-perforated covers 
of double-anodised aluminium adorn 
the loudspeakers in the front and rear 
doors. White LED light guides illuminate 
the woofers. The basis for top-quality 
sound systems is the quality of every 
individual component. 


A dedicated team 

High-end sound is an Audi core compe¬ 
tence. Its collaboration with Bang & 
Olufsen began at the turn of the millen¬ 
nium. From 2005, the A8 was available 
optionally with the Advanced Sound 
System by the Danish specialist. This 
meant Audi was the first carmaker to be 
able to supply a factory-fitted high-end 
sound system. 

In the new Audi A8, Bang & Olufsen now 
supplies both the Advanced and the Pre¬ 
mium Sound System. When the door is 
opened, an audio jingle composed specially 
for the A8 greets passengers. Meanwhile 
the ambient lighting presents the interior 
of the luxury saloon in unique style. 


“We seek out the best partner for every 
project,” remarks Mario Fresner, Head of 
Sound Development at AUDI AG. The 
Fraunhofer Institute also plays a decisive 
role in this process. 

Mario Fresner explains: “Bang & 
Olufsen performs basic tuning of the sys¬ 
tem at its premises. We independently con¬ 
duct in-depth development work on the 
system and its components here in Ingol- 
stadt. The 3D coordination work then takes 
place in Erlangen. Everyone involved has 
the same ambitious aim: to offer our cus¬ 
tomers the best possible sound system - 
one that is technically extremely sophisti¬ 
cated and capable of conveying the emo¬ 
tion that resides in the music.”
